U.S. Cuts 13 
Million From 
UN Budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has approved a $13.2-mil- 
Uon cut in the United States' 
payment to the United Nations. 


The cut, if upheld by the Sen- 


ate and approved by President 
Nixon, means the United States 
will pay only one fourth of the 
total operating costs of the 
U.N. during the year beginning 
July 1. The U.S. amount for the 
current fiscal year is 31.5 per 
cent. 


The House ignored Thursday 


a last-minute plea by Secretary 
of State William Rogers to re- 
store the funds. 


Nixon sought about $60.1 mil- 


lion for the U.N. The House bill 
cuts that amount to $46.9 mil- 
lion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - As

Blast Set 
Off in a 
Restroom

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


bomb exploded in a restroom at 
the Pentagon early today, blew 
out two interior walls and sent 
tons of water from 
broken 


pipes gushing through offices 
and n .shopping concourse.

Few workers were in the 


area at the time and officials 
said this prevented injuries. 


Police aided by a dog special- 


ly trained to

plosives continued an exhaus- 
tive search of the sprawling 
military headquarters complex 
even as the Pentagon's 28,000 
employes showed up for work 
six hours later. No more bombs 
were found. 


The 
fourth-floor 
women's 


washroom was demolished—fix- 
tures were shattered, the ceil- 
ing caved in and a 2Mi-foot hole 
blasted through the floor. 


Most of the damage from the 


blast was confined to the bath- 
room area. 


Despite the problems, Brig. 


Gen. Daniel James said, "it's 
business 
as 
usual 
today." 


James is the deputy assistant 
secretary of Defense for public 
affairs. 


The restroom is located on 


the Pentagon's E-ring, the out- 
ermost of five rings, in the flve- 
sided building. 


FBI agents sifted through the 


rubble, looking for clues and 
James said that until the inves- 
tigation is completed they were 
not "prepared to say what type 
of explosive device" was used. 


The explosion came six hours 


before stringent security provi- 
sions, requiring inspection of 
all packages 
and 
briefcases 


brought into the Pentagon, the 
world's largest office building,

Guerrillas in Londonderry 


commandeered a crane Thurs- 
day and planted 10-foot steel 
bearhs in Williams Street, the 
main entrance to the Bogside's 
district where the IRA rules un- 
checked. Then they cemented 
the beams into the roadway, 
strung a steel hawser across 
the street and swung steel 
sheets into place as barriers. 


As the work proceeded, about 


150 Roman Catholic youths pelt- 
ed troops with stones, and the 
soldiers replied 
with rubber 


bullets. 


The barricades temporarily 


extended the frontiers of "Free 
Derry" a quarter of a mile to 
within 20 yards of the city cen- 
ter.

early today, and British head- 
quarters reported only "min- 
imal opposition" from the guer- 
rillas and the 35,000 Catholics 
living in the district.

DEAR HELEN: 


I bailed my husband out o, .,__ 


this morning for at least trie* 
fourth time (I can't count any 
more), for drunken driving. This 
means loss of his driver's license 
for three years and a possible jail 
term of six months and probably 
a heavy fine. 


We can cope with his not being 


able to drive, and know this part 
of the sentence is necessary. 
Even the fine—it will be hard to 
borrow the money, but it's just. 


But jail for an alcoholic? How 


will that help? Helen, this man is 
sick. He is two completely dif- 
ferent people, drunk and sober— 
and he truly wants to change but 
he's weak. He works very hard 
and is good at his job, but that 
first drink is the end of the good 
person. Then he turns into a 
stupid slob with a mean temper, 
and there's nothing but trouble 
until he drinks himself into a 
stupor. This happens as much as 
four times a week. 


I HATE the frunk but I LOVE 


the good man he could be and is, 
between bouts.

oldest brother was chief after.

He was one of a family of 


eight boys and two girls. He 
quit high school and began 
working for a brother-in-law in 
land surveying and civil engi- 
neering at the age of 15.

ing a truck. Then he and his 
wife went to Arizona. "I de- 
cided I had to preach the Gos- 
pel to Indians," he said.

needed seminary training. Lu- 
ther Seminary admitted him in 
the 1969-70 school year.

The caller to Cunard's New 


York office had warned the 
bombs would be set off by two 
men on board unless the ran- 
som was paid. He said the 
bombers were a terminal can- 
cer patient and an ex-convict 
and both were willing to die to 
carry out the threat. 


Cunard assembled the money 


in small bills and stored it at a 
bank near the line's office on 
Fifth Avenue. But a second call 
promised by the extortionist to 
give payment instructions nev- 
er came.
